When the conspirators in Lea­ 
v enworth prison perfected their ap­ 
peal, they admitted the jurisdiction 
of the federal court in the ease, and 
based the appeal onx a technicality. 
The earlier fight before Judge An­ 
derson in Indianapolis attacked the 
indictment on the jurisdiction issue. 
District Attorney Daily’s new ap­ 
plication of the penal code to elec­ 
tion conspiracies within a city was/ 
sustained.
